SEL and you the Knights, and 
Burgeſſes ofcach Covnryr of this 
KincDows : weeare here Aſſembled 
todoe Govs buſinefſe,and theKings:in which 
eur owne is included, and we are (hri(t1ars, as 
wee are Subjeds. Let us firſt feare God, then 
ſhall wee honour the King the more : I am a- 
fraid wee have beene the [eſſ> proſperous. in 
our affaires 3 becauſe we have preferred other 
things before him. 
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The Kingdome is likewiſe reduced to great 
Strair,for beinglocked up from the free courſe 
of Trade, berwcene Engla-d and usgrherem it 
were undutifulneſſe beyond nbamapity,iwthe 
taxing of advantage againſt them. 

I have often thought,and ſaid, that it muſt
